Beekeepers, Dairymen Eye

A manpower shortage during 


the World War II period caused 
area milk testing associations in 
the county to merge into the 
single cooperative in June, 1943. 


J. F. Magnus, county agricul- 


tural agent at the time, was 
active in formaton of the new 
group. First officers and direc- 
tors were Melvin Hoferbecker, 
route 2. Appleton, president; 
Lester Krahn, route 1, Seymour, 
vice president; Stanley Jami- 
son, route 1, Appleton, secretary- 
treasurer; Wesley Newhouse, 
route 1, Kaukauna; and Nelson 
Grandy, route 1, Black Creek. 


Board Change 


Victor Leppla, route 1, Apple- 


ton, was one of the original 
incorporators 
but 
when 
the 


board organized directors were 
picked to represent different 
sections of the county and he 
lost out to Jamison. 


The officer lineup continued 


until 1947 when Vernon Tubbs 
was named to the board replac- 
ing Herbert Mueller and conse- 
quently was named vice presi- 
dent replacing Krahn. Original 
directors were paid $2 per 
meeting and five cents per mile. 


Milk samples were tested in a 


central laboratory. Previously 
all testing and record keeping 
was done at the farm. 


That first month the coopera- 


tive enrolled 80 members com- 
pared to the 398 herds now 
using the DHIA facilities. The 
lab is now located in a separate 
building at the county hospital 
in Appleton. 


The first fieldman to deliver 


boxes of bottles to various 
farmers one day and pick them 
up the next were Wally Volk- 
man and Leonard Wendt. Their 
salary was $3 per day and five 
cents per mile. 


Each farmer paid an average 


of 11 cents per cow if he wanted 
to take his own samples. An 
additional charge of $1.25 was 
made if the fieldman took the 
samples and kept the records. 


The cooperative ran into fi- 


nancial difficulty in 1948 and 
had to increase wages to keep 
on experienced personnel. Mem- 
bers paid $2 for the first 10 
cows on owner-sampler test and 
|4 for those on standard test. 


La Verne Krahn replaced Les- 


ter Krahn on the board in 1948. 
Assistant County Agent Gale 
Vandenberg presented certifi- 
cates to 18 producers whose 
herds' produced more than 400 
pounds of butterfat. 


At the 10th annual meeting in 


1953 James Judd from Consola- 
dated B a d g e r Co-op urged 
members to support the dairy 
promotion p r o g r a m of the 
American Dairy Association.

The co-op's records indicated 


21 producers received certifi- 
cates from County Agent Jack 
Powers .for achieving high but- 
terfat production from their 
herds. 


That year the county unit 


voted to affiliate with the state 
DHIA. Directors were named 
for the first time this year to 
represent both farmers on own- 


er-sampler test and those on 
standard. Standard test direc- 
tors named were Bert Weyen- 
berg. Mike Garvey and Stanley 
Jamison. Those representing the 
owner-sampler testers were Wil- 
liam Tubbs and Herbert Muel- 
ler. 


Earl Stullard from the Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin's College of 
Agriculture dairy husbandry de- 
partment, reported that Outa- 
gamie had 98 cows per square 
mile and ranked third in the 
state. 


A third of the herds on 


standard test produced more 
than 400 pounds of butterfat. 
Herds in Outagamie in 1955 
averaged 376 pounds of butter- 
fat as compared to a state 
average of 371. 


Tubbs replaced Haferbecker

If milk plants continue to 


base prices largely on butter- 
fat, milk products will have 
trouble competing with these 
filled and imitation products. 
Therefore, unless milk pricing 
is changed, the dairy farmer 
may find he can't sell enough 
of his products at profitable 
prices, warned Graf. 


Drop Fat Price 


Graf advocates about a 50 


per cent decrease in prices 
for milk fat in fluid milk 
products, with a correspond- 
ing increase in skim milk 
prices. This revision would 
make dairy products more 
competitive with filled and 
imitation products. 


Graf feels a decrease in 


prices to plants for milk fat in 
fluid milk products is justified 
because present prices do not 
really reflect market values. 
Milk fat prices in these prod- 
ucts are now tied to butter 
prices. 


In turn, butter prices large- 


ly depend on U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) sup- 
port prices, he elaborated. 
Since the USDA buys about 
one-fourth of U.S. butter pro- 
duction, butterfat values in 
fluid milk products are arti- 
ficially maintained at about 80 
cents a pound. This artificially 
high price for butterfat in 
fluid milk products makes it 
hard for them to compete 
with filled and imitation prod- 
ucts which use vegetable fat 
selling for only about 25 cents 
a pound. 


To offset the drop in fat 


price, skim milk prices to 
plants should be raised, sug- 
gests Graf. Moreover, this 
revision should include provi- 
sions for pricing skim milk 
powder used in filled milk at 
the Class I (fluid) price level. 
Regular milk would be priced 
out of the market if dairies 
are charged the Class I price 
for regular milk, and only the 
Class II (manufactured) price 
for dairy components used in 
filled

Wallace, will be on the ballot in the fall as a 
candidate for president on a third party 
ticket and that Wisconsin will be among

The man who went to such enormous 


pains to collect tens of thousands of 
signatures to qualify for a place on the 
California state ballot surely won't pass up 
the opportunity to exploit the comparative- 
ly easy, perhaps too easy, qualifying 
requirements here. All that he needs to do 
to be on the Wisconsin presidential ballot 
in tiie fall, as a rival of Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Nixon, for examples, will be to collect 3,000 
valid signatures on his election petitions. A 
dozen of his men could manage that minor 
hurdle in a week, if they are in earnest 
about it 


Most of the political commentary we 


have read thus far about Mr. Wallace has 
been devoted to the prospect that he will 
damage the emerging Republican Party of 
the South, on the assumption that conser- 
vatives won't be inclined this year to give 
their support to anybody the Democratic 
Party is likely to nominate, whether Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Kennedy, Mr. McCarthy or 
even Mr. Humphrey. 


That hazard is no doubt real, for the 


Republicans. B u t 
Mr. Wallace may 


conceivably turn out to be a spoiler in 
other parts of the country, including 
Wisconsin, as we reflect upon the statistics 
of our recent political history. 


Let us suppose that Mr. Wallace on a 


Wisconsin ballot as a candidate for presi- 
dent draws one vote out of each 10 cast 
which is not an unreasonable surmise on 
the basis of the record that he got slightly 
more than one-third of all the Democratic 
votes in the presidential primary here as 
recently as 1964. 


Some of them might be diverted from 


the normal Democratic vote, as in some of 
the districts of Milwaukee where there is 
overt opposition to the civil rights and 
other aspirations of the militant Negro 
minority that the racially prejudiced Mr. 
Wallace will surely know how to exploit. 
But some of them might also come from 
ultra-conservative Republicans in our state, 
and probably a majority of them. 


If Mr. Wallace attracted as many as 


180.000 votes, out of a total of 1,800,000 or 
more likely to be recorded here, he could 
very well control the result of the election. 
With the exception of 1964 and the 
Eisenhower years, every election in Wis- 
consin for nearly three decades has been 
close. In 1940 Mr. Roosevelt won Wisconsin 
with a tiny lead of 50.14 per cent to 48.32 
per cent for the late Mr. WillMe. in 1944 
Thomas Dewey defeated Mr. Truman here 
with 50.37 per cent of the vote and in 1960 
Mr. Nixon, who now appears the most 
likely nominee of his party for this year, 
carried Wisconsin with only 51.77 per cent, 
or a numerical margin of about 65,000 over 
the late Mr. Kennedy, to cite some 
suggestive examples. 


The Success of the Coffeehouses 


It would have been understandable if an 


observer of a few years ago would have 
viewed the coming of coffeehouses for 
young people on the Fox Cities scene as 
another fad which would be in the spotlight 
for a while and then retire to a quiet death 
in the shadows.

essential reason for the

success — that the youth of today desire a 
place where they can just sit and talk. We 
have given eur young people the highest 
standard of living in the world, attended by 
the greatest amount of social pressure a 
younger generation has ever faced. Despite 


the abundance of recreational facilities 
which our society has provided, it is 
reassuring that our young people are 
willing to put in their own time and toil to 
establish relaxation facilities for their 
generation. 


It has been commented by some 


observers that the present generation of 
young people is more thoughtful about the 
problems which will face them when they 
assume the responsibilities of adulthood. 
While today's adults perhaps grew up 
during the course of a world war or the 
depression, their offspring must face the 
possibility of instant nuclear destruction 
and annihilation of this planet. The thought 
of such possibilities, plus the complexities 
of a responsible adulthood which must deal 
with the complexities of the problems of 
the world's starving millions and the in- 
equalities with which minorities still are 
burdened, give any thinking person cause 
to stop and consider. 


Coffeehouses are valuable because they 


provide a quiet place for such discussion. 
The Fox Cities' coffeehouses are all the 
more noteworthy because they represent 
primarily the efforts of our young people 
themselves. They are establishments of 
which our youth have a right to be proud. 


Recognizing the Ocfer-Neisse Line 


West Germany's Foreign Minister. Willy 


Brandt, last week startled Germans by his 
caB for recognition of the Oder-Neisse line. 
In no time at all the 330 delegates of the 
Social Democratic Party Congress unani- 
mously passed a resolution supporting him. 


The Oder-Neisse line as the border 


between Poland and Germany goes back to 
the days of Yalta in 1944. It gives to Poland 
some 44,000 square miles that were in 
Germany before World War n and it aimed 
at compensating Poland for territory which 
the Soviet Union had seized in 1939 and 
which the Red army won back from the 
Nazis near the end of the war. West 
Germany claims that some 8 million 
German nationals lived in the area and that 
they were expelled by the Poles and 
Russians. Polish records put the number at 
about two million. 


In actual fact, although the Potsdam 


conference confirmed the line as the 
rightful border, the United States and 
British representatives insisted that its 
complete acceptance would have to await 
the signing of a peace treaty. Such a treaty 
has never been signed because of the Iron 
Curtain which was rang down at about that 
time and the ensuing cold war. But in 
effect the 44.000 square miles became 
Polish territory and undoubtedly most of 


the residents there now are Polonized if not 
entirely descendants of Poles. 


Chancellor Kiesinger expressed some 


amount of regret over the S.P.D. resolution 
because the border between Germany and 
Poland had been considered somethirg that 
might be negotiated along with German 
reunification. But the most interesting 
thing about the incident was the lack of 
concern in Kiesinger's party and among 
Germans in general. 


In part this appears to reflect the 


growing interest in Germany of accommoda- 
tion with Eastern Europe, the new trade 
agreements and diplomatic exchanges with 
some of the Communist satellite nations. 
But it also may be an indication of a 
growing maturity even of such long time 
antagonists as the Germans and the Poles 
and even with deep ideological differences. 


The West Germans are economically 


healthy and their current political stability 
has meant that demagogues find few 
listeners even among the neo-Nazis. 


The move by Willie Brandt does not 


necessarily bring Germany closer to reuni- 
fication. But it may make it easier for the 
Bonn government to deal with regimes in 
Eastern Europe and that seems to be a 
primary aim of the Keisinger coalition 
government

crime in that Just a couple of 
girls from a small Midwest 
town. I imagine, who had 
come to the big city to work 
and make some new friends of 
their own choosing. 


"Well, this harassment final- 


ly got so bad that the owner of 
the building, who had rented 
the basement apartment to the 
girls, was forced to tell them 
the} had to move at the end of 
the month — because they 
were attracting too much at- 
tention to the building and the 
block. 


'"The owner hated to do it 


'They're the nicest tenants I 
had in years.' she told me. 
"They're clean, pay their rent 
on time, and have no objec- 
tionable habits at all.
